THE INTREPID EXPLORER TALKS. 



Talnable Photograph! and Xniiiaroiu OoO' 
logical and Bot*nlc«I Collection* Were 
Made — HU Fortunate Meeting With 
jMkMB Prebabljr S»T«d LUo, m Be 
Wm Mag Mtolad thm tUp. 
Vahpo, Norway, Aupr. 15. — The cap- 
tain of the Windward, the BritiBh 
Etcanier which has just returned from 
Franz Josef Land, after taking inppliei 
to the Britifh north pel* espeditkm, 
oOBimMldcd bj Jaokion and known as 
the Jaokflon-RarmiWorth expedition, 
filed a telegraphic mesea>fo h<>re yester- 
day describioK the nocidontal meeting 
between Jacksmi uml Dr. Nanseu and 
forming one of the most remarkable iU' 
eidenti in the hiitorj of Arotio explora 
tion, for it appears that the Norwe^nan 
explorer had been living in a huf (luite 
close to Olio of the EiiRli.sli cxiilnrer's 
stations for a long time previous to th 
meeting of the two men. yet neither of 
them was aware of the other's presence 
in that Tioinity. 

Jaokton, in the dispatch flied by the 
captain of the Windward, said: "Ou 
Job* 17 1 met Dr. Nansen three miles 
oat on a floe sonth'Sontheast of Cape 
Flan and under most ostraordinary 
dronmstances. He had wintered in a 
tongh hut within • mila or two of our 
northern limit in 189S and this spring 
we unwittingly came within a few 
miles of his ^nnter qoar^rs. 

"Dr. Nansen left the Fram with one 
companion. Lientenant Sigard Soott 
Hansen, a lientenant in the Norwegian 
navy and director of the astronomical, 
meteorological and magnetic observa 
tories, and reached latitude 86.14. trav- 
eling northeast from where he left the 
Fram, which was in 84 north. 102 east 
"Dr. Nansen expressed the greatest 
snrprise and the liveliest satisfaction at 
meeting with ns. Yon understand how 
greatly the meeting affected me and my 
pleasure at the extraordinary chance 
which had thrown it iu my way to 
render him senrtoe and restow htm lo 
his friends." 

.Jackson then describes his own ex- 
periences in exploring tlie western parts 
of Franz Josef Land, telling how he has 
drawn extensive, accurate maps and has 
discovered new regicjiis, adding: 

"When the Windward left in 1S'J5 w 
went on a month's expedition to the 
northwest in a little boat, the Mary 
Harmsworth, and discovered a larg 
tract uf land to tlie westward of hither- 
to unknown limits and a luagnilicent 
headland, composed of ice from its sum- 
mit to its foot and having at its base 
Huge, unnegotiable rampart of loe. W 
named it Harmsworth cai)e and only 
approached the base of the headland 
with till' greatest difficulty, owing to 
surging masses of heavy ic(! and furious 
gales, during wliicli our boat was up<jn 
several occasions nearly smaslied to 
atoms. 

"We landed on the coast as often as 
possible and ascended the highest peak.^ 
and made numerous geological and bo- 
tanical collections. 

"Far up Cambridge bay we discov 
ered another lotty ice headland and 
named it Cape Frith of Nansen. 

"There our boat was nearly lost 
owing to her sea anchor having been 
carried away and a huge block of ice 
which was swerving nrouud stove in 
several of her planks, but we managed 
to bale her oat, and then, rigging an 
other anchor, with oars, we bad alto- 
gether a very exciting voyage. 

"This spring had been phenomenally 
mild. Although wo marched north a 
great distance, using 16 dogs and a 
pony, we met, after a fortnight, open 
water readiing flrom the face of a hugi 
glacier east to tte precipitions end of 
another huge glaoier west. Advance by 
sledgea was thus cat off. We then 
itrook southeast, down Markham 
•oond. and added gteatlj to our disoov 
sriet of 1885, bat, wo were again 
•topped br open water, reaching entire- 
Ij across the sound, so we turned west 
word and soooeeded in exploring the 
entlia westini shores. 

"Dnriaf April terriflo snowstorms, 
coupled witti riass in the temperature, 
entirely broke up the ice and prevented 
marohfng, bat we teok a namber of val 
ooble photographs." 

It iM beUered here that the Fram may 
ton ap here or at Bergen shortly as 
she stood the ice verr well, has plenty 
of porisions on board and there wa* no 
■iofcnese among her crew, when Xhr. 
Nansen left here on Blarch 14. 1895. 

Professor Mohn says that the sden- 
tiflo resnlts of Dr. Nansen's observa- 
tions are magnificent and that several 
islands have oeen discovered. Dr. Nan- 
sen, in describing their life during the 
winter of 18U6-96, said: 

"When the bear's flesh had been ex- 
hausted we were obliged to kill the 
weakest dogs to feed the others and con- 
tinue thus until the whole peek had 
been slaughtered. 

"Myself and my companions started 
in the direction of Spitzbergeu on May 
10. After that wo occupied six weeks 
on snow sho<'s, dragging sledges and 
kayaks (tlie Arctic canoe), loaded on 
sledges, after us. We went piirtly over- 
land and partly over sea ice. 

"We reached Jackson's winter quar- 
ters where we found all in good health. 
We remained there about six weeks till 
the steamer Windward arriv»'d. 

"I left the Fram iu good condition 
and drifting, locked iu the ice. 

"The Windward will take to England 
four Englishmen of the Jackson- Harms- 
worth expedition, whose names are: 
Child, Burgess, Fisher and Blomi^uist. 

"Mr. Jackson propoees to remain iu 
tto Acal i e regiQu ontU nost sonaaiir.

A MONOPOLY OF GAS. 

■tvallBg tlio Stsnduril Oil rouip.tny In m 
Pipe Line Sclieiue. 

MONTPBUEB. Ind., Aug. 15.— When 
It matnres, what promisee to be the 
greatest ondertaking known in the na- 
toral gas business of the Indiana or any 

other g.as field of the country is being 
planned. Its full extent and many of 
the details are not known as yet, and it 
is doubtful if the promoters themselves 
have reached this point in their arrange- 
ments. No rights of waj or gas leaises 
hare been secored, but some options are 
being token, whion gires a foundation 
for the nndertakiug. The object of the 
enterprise is to go into the business of 

f ipiug natural gas ou an immense scale, 
t is estimated to carry it out will cost 
11.000,000, and it is said that articles of 
incorpotation will be filed with the sec- 
retary of state before 80 days. Who the 
capitalists are that propose to carry out 
the idea is not known here, but they are 
supposed to be from Chicago. 

The whole enterprise is being con- 
dncted with as much secrecy as marks 
tha promotions of the Standanl Oil 
company. It is known that a gas ey- 
pert has been driving over tlie territory 
of this neighborhoixl, with a view to 
making it the basis of oi)or;itiiiii.'-. ami 
has been to tin; great pumiiiug station 
near Kokomo to see its metlioa and how 
they may be improved uixin. 

As fai- as known tliree distinct com- 
panies are interested, but share holders 
of one may be share Imlders in the 
other two. It is su])piised that this 
plan of organization is being followed 
that the work may be simplitied and 
its ditt'erent branches mare easily han- 
dled. 

According to the plans, one company 
Is to give Its attention to leasing gas 
land and putting ilown wells. It will 
also lea.-e wells that are now produc- 
tive. Its main purpose is to a bounti- 
ful supply of gas with wliicli to till the 
mains, which the second compuuy will 
pat In.

New York, Aug. 15.— R. O. Dnn & 
Company's weekly review of traiie says: 
An extraordinary spell uf de.ully heat 
has affected trade tlirouglmut the nuiu- 
try and in the east specul.itive feehnu' 
was somewhat affected until Thmsday 
by apprehension of the possible influ- 
ence of the Bryan meeting. With 
cooler weather there came also ou 
Thursday perception that the meeting 
would not aft'ect business unfavorable. 
But other conditions were not stimulat- 
ing. According to government reports 
the crops ham Bostained eerioos in- 
juries. 

Labor dithcultios extend and the clos- 
ing of establisiuni'nts for want of work 
and the refusal nf coiiuiiercial loans liy 
banks, checked ( ipi iatii ins in many 
branches of intiustry and trade. Th" 
week therefore clo>os. as th" last week 
did, with domestic basinets unusually 
dull for the se.ison; measured by clear- 
ing house changes it was 5 per cent 
smaller than last ye.ir and LI.") per cent 
smaller than in the same week of ISfi'.', 
the last year of full business ut this 
sea.sou. 

Government crop report for August 
was so gloomy that a great rise in prices 
would have followed if it had been en- 
tirely credited. In fact wheat rose 
about one-half cent but again declined, 
closing only a fraction higher for the 
week. Corn declinetl throughout the 
week, closing over a cent lower. Cotton 
advanc ed a sixteenth because of con- 
tinued reports of injury. It is wise to 
remember that the government accounts 
were based on returns prior to the fear- 
ful spll of heat and heuoe may be more 
nearly correct than they were when 
prepared. 

But official and unofficial estimates 
of great decrease in wheat yield are con- 
fronted with a movement from the 
farms of 8.660.741 bushels ftor the week, 
against »,2W.'i4Sl last year, and it scarce- 
ly seems reasonable to beUere that 90,- 
700,000 bushels would have been mar- 
keted since July 1 this year, against 
11,025,203 last vear, if the yield had 
been smallor with the prioe 9 cents 
lower than a year ago. Atlantic ex- 
ports, flour included. 1,402.780 bushels, 
against 889,301 last year, are not enough 
to ac(;oant for the difference. No one 
now questions the probabilit^r of a very 
large yield of com. But tne advance 
of common to 8. 12 cents caused large 
selling and a reaction, although a turn 
upward on Friday took the price to 
8. 19 with moderate trading. 

Com production was reduced 20.Tt! i 
tons weekly in Jnly, and has been fur- 
ther reduced since Aug. 1, while unsold 
stocks increa.sed Jt'p.iit-J tons in .Inly. 
The stoppage of a large share of the 
Coniiellsville coke works ami of m.my 
lake iron mines is a fair indication th.it 
the two combinations do not bi'lieve 
anything could be gained by reducing 
the prices of materials, and the main 
difliculty is obviously the extreme nar- 
rowni'ss of the demand for tinished 
products, which is so small that most 
transactions are at some concessions 
even from the current low nrices. 

With Alabama No. otleied at .f i..V) 
at Birmingham, e<iuivalent to i?10.;.'.'» 
here, against l..")0 for northern No, J, 
the market is not large enough to suji- 
IMirt prices of either. Cojijier receded to 
its (piotations before last week, Tin has 
been sold below current ([Uotatioiis at 
;-!."), and with sales of hOU tons k-ad 
weakened to .f,'. 7."). 

The woolen manufacturo makes little 
change with not more than a third of 
the machinery now running, and the 
demand for goods does not improve, al- 
though prices of some important grades 
have been further reduced. 

Sales of wool at the three chief mar- 
kets for two weeks have been 4,7!tl,0(K) 
pounds, against 14,4T:MoO iu the same 
weeks of 1894 and l(),4:i(t,802 iu the 
same weeks of 1892. Nor has improve- 
ment appeared in comraou goods, al- 
though the curtailment of production 
for some weeks has been great. 

Failures for the week have been 290 
in the United States, against 196 last 
year, and 80 in Couodo, against 88 Ust 
year.

Naw York. Aug. 15.— The American 
line steamer St. I^nl. Captain Jameson, 

arrived from Soutliampton yesterday 
after another r(>cord breaking jiassage of 
•1 days and ;;o minutes. This beats liei 
own former best record by ."i hours and 
1 minute, and that of her sister ship, th* 
St. Louis, by 1 hour and 53 minutes. 
The St. Paul, just off the dry dock, left 
Southampton last Saturday at min 
ntes past noon, passing The Needles at 
1:44 p. m. 

All Records Eclipsed. 

She reached the Sandy Hook lightship 
at 9:15 a. m., covering a total distance 
of 804G. 1 knots in 0 days and 30 minutes, 
thus eclipsing all previous records. Her 
average speei was 21.8 knots per hour. 
The run of each day was as follows 
493.1. 624, 616.9, 525.1. 580.8, 456.2 
Total distance, 3046.1 knots. 

The St. Paul experienced fine «eath 
er. with smooth sea, throughout the 
passage. She brought 488 cabin and 
247 steerage passengers.

Ci.FVET.wf, .\ug. I.".— Three men 

were shot and one badly hurt in a OOn* 
Hict which occurred last evening bet- 
ween a party of the' Brown company's 
strikers and several nonunion men who 
who were going home from the works. 
Two of the wounded men are nonunion- 
ists. the third is a striker and thf fourth 
a spectator. The names of tli<' injured 
are: 

J. W. Caldwell of Kenwood street, 
nonunion, shot in the thigh and stmck 
ou the head with a billy. 

George Plumb of Vanness avenue, 

nonunion, shot through the abdomen; 

will probably recover. 

Thomas Evans of Kitland street, a 
striker, shot iu the back, badly hurt and 
may die. 

William La wry of Oiddings avenns. a 
bystander, struck in the face with a tel« 
egraph insulator; badlv hurt. 

The trouble occtirred nearly two miles 
from the works, at the comer of Wade 
Park and East Madison avenue. A 
number of the nonuniotiists lire in that 
vicinity. Eight or 10 of them were go- 
ing home from the works together. Just 
as they turned the comer a crowd of 
strikers, who had been in hiding behind 
a saloon, attacked them. Stones were 
hurled, and George Plumb, one of the 
nonimionists, ptdled a revolver and 
tired. Plumb was then shot, as he 
claims, by Henry Snell, a striker. Tne 
fire t)ecume general, at least 20 shots 
having been exchanged. 

The tight lasted but a few minutes 
ami as soon as soon as it was over, the 
strikers disappeared. The police had 
not anticipated any trouble in that 
(luarfer and it was some tune before 
tliey had arrived on the scene and be- 
gan an investigation. Ambulances 
took the injured men to hospitals or 
their homes, and the si-arch for the 
men who did the shooting was begun. 

Later in the evening the police arrett- 
ed .1. H. Whitlan, a striking maciiinisr, 
formerly employed by the Hrown com- 
pany. He was seen to throw a revolver, 
all the cartridgi's m which had been 
tired, through an open door into a bar- 
bershop.

Whea Shoes Get BoakeA. 

I came home from along, muddy ride 
the other day with my shoes soaked. 
The leather was completely sodden with 
moisture, so I filled the shoes w^ith oats 
and let them dry gradually. The oats 
kept the shoos in shape. Wh« n (luite 
dry, they were well rubbed with cod 
liver oil {this is nicer than taking it 
yourself) to restore the suppleness, and 
the rubbing was repeated several times. 
The smell of the oil soon wears off. Of 
course this treatment prevents the shoes 
taking a polish, so finally tlu y .should 
be rubbed over with a slice from a raw 
potato. Cyclists are so often out in tho 
mud and wet that a method of restoring 
the softness of shoes is necessary, iij 
shoes are now as oomfortable aa trer.*

The emperor takes as the text of his 
easaj that verse of the writings of St. 
Paul in which the apostle declares that 
he would sooner die than that anyone 
should rob lum of his good name, the 
emperor inferring from this that the 
most eloquent and forcible of all the 
fathers of theoborobwas prepared to 
fight to the death for the honor of his 
nama "Nowhere in the Bible, " adds 
his majesty, "is there any prohibition 
of dueling, and even those texts of the 
Now Testament, unlike the Old Testa- 
ment, hi not a book of law. Indeed, ev* 
ery attempt to ass tha Kew Tsstamant 
as the basis for a new ooda of law has 
resulted in failure." 

With regard to the us(> made by the 
foes of dueling of the law in the Old 
Testament which proclaims "Thou shalt 
not kill," the emperor draws attention 
to another portion of the Old Testa- 
ment where it is ordered that the sword 
shall not be carried in vain. 

Finally tlir inijjiror, invoking St. 
Paul's epistle to the Galatians, in which 
the apostle exclaims, "Oh, ye foolish 
Galatians, this only would I learn of 
you: Received ye the spirit by the 
works of the low or by the hearing of 
the faith? Are ye bo foolish, having 
begun in the spirit, that ye wish to 
perfect yourselves by the fleah?" de- 
clares that to twist the word of God in- 
to a pohibition of dueling is nothing 
else than to attempt to perfect oneself 

by the flesh— that is to say, to attribnt(> 
an altogether material and common- 
place interpretation to what is meant 
spiritually — and is just as reprehensible 
in the ryes of the Almighty as the at- 
tempts by the Pharisees to adapt tha 
Mosaic law to thsir own oonireolsnosb 
which wars so blttsrly danoonssd Iqr 
Clirist 

Tho ooncludinK paragraph of this re- 
markable essay, which, although it does 
not aotaolly bear the signature of the 
emperor, neverthelcM is nndonbtedly 
the work of his pen and the axpressitm 
of his views, Is as follows: "H(> who, 
after careful stif examination, flnds 
himself compelled to fight a duel, and 
who-so conscience is clear of sentiments 
of hatred and of vengeance, may do so 
in the conviction that he is Innowiss 
acting contrary to the wosd of Ood, to 
the obligations of honor or to the ac- 
cepted customs of society. As in battle, 
so also iu the duel which has lH;en 
forced upon him in one way or another, 
he may say to himself: 'If wo live, we 
live iu the Lord, and if we fall ws die 
la thaLoad. Amenl' "

BRYAN'S SPEECH. 



Ur. Chairman, Qentlomen of the Coi» 
nlttee and Fellow-clttisena: I ihall, at a 
fnture day In a formal leiter, accept the 
nomInHt!on which la now t«'n(ler«'d by the 
D( t'.ficatlon coniiulttco. and I shall at that 
tiiiif tmii h upijii Uu- l^stic-i pr»'Ro:it«il by 
the pliitfiirm. It is llttliijf. liowi'vtT. that 
at this tiiiic, In th(! pnwiicc of tlioso as- 
Bciiil>lc(l, I Hpctik Ht Bome It'iigtli In rogurd 
to the campaign npon which we are now 
entering. Wu do not underontlmate the 
toroea arrayed against us, nor are we iin- 
mladful of the importance of the Htrug- 
f !• in which we aru en^raRed; but relying 
for tnooesa upon the rigbteousnetB of our 
cause, "Wf shall defend with all posKlble 
vigor the positions talien by our parly. 

e are not Hurprisod jhat Boniu uf uur np- 
ponentt, In the abaenoa of bettor nriia- 
ment, resort lo abuilTe epithet*, but tbey 
may reat aHured that no language. Iiow- 
•rer violent, no invectlvea, however vi lu-- 
ment, will lend us to depart a single hairs- 
breadth from i !k' coiirtio nmrked out by 
the national convention. The c-iii/eii. 
either public or private, who assails tlie 
character and questions the patriotism of 
the delegates assembled in the ChicnKo 
convention, assUls the character and 
queatlona the patriotism of the wlUiona 
who have arrayed themaelTei under the 
banner there raised. 

It has been oliarged by men standiiiK 
high In business and polltieal circles that 
Dur platform Is » meiiaee to private f-ecm- 
Ity and public s.^fetv; and It has Ix-eii ns 
•evted that these whom I have the hon ir. 
for the time being, to repreeent not only 
meditate an attaok upon the rlshu bt 
property but Are the foe* of aodal ofder 
and national honor. 

Those who stand upon the Chicago plat- 
form are prepaml to make known and de- 
fend every motion whieli iiillueiici'^ th( iii. 
every purpose which animates them and 
every liope which inspires them. Tliey 
uiiderstaud the genius of our lustiiutiuus; 
they are staunoa aupBortert of the form of 
govemmeut under wnloh we live, and they 
build their faith upon foundations laid 
by the fathers. A ndrew Jackson has stated 
with lulmirable clearness and with an eiii- 
phiifis wliieh can not )>■• surpiir-seii hutli 
the duty and the sjihere of )/overmii( iii . 
He said: ' Distinctions in .socie'y will al- 
ways exist undur every just guvernmeut. 
Sqtiallty of education, of talents or of 
wealth CAD not be produced by human in- 
stitutions. In the full eujovnicnt of the 
gifts of heaven and the fruits of superior 
Industry, ecouomy and virtue <>very man 
is equally entitled to protectinM hy law." 

\Ve yield to none In our devotion to the 
doctrine just enunciated. Our caiupaij/n 
has nut fur Its object the rucoustruution of 
society. We can not secure to the vicious 
the fruits of a virtuous life. We would 
not Invade the home of the provident In 
order to supply the wants of the spend- 
thrift; we do not propose to transfer the 
rewards of industry to the lap of indo- 
lence. Property Is and will renuiiu li s 
stimulus to endeavor, and the compeiisii- 
tion for toil. We In-lievo, as asserted in 
the Ueclarutiou uf ludependene, that all 
men ure created equal ; but that does not 
mean that all men are ur can have e(iual 
poaaesaions ur merit; It means that all 
■ball Stand equal before the law, and that 
government ullieials shall nut, iu makini.;. 
construing or enforcing the law, diserimi- 
nate between citi/i us. 

I Msert that property rights, as well as 
the rights of persons, are safe In the 
hands of the common peuple. Abraham 
Lincoln, In his message sent to congress In 
December, 1801, said: 

"No men living are more worthy to be 
trusted than thu6i> who toil up from prup- 
ertv; none less inclined to take or touch 
bught whleb they have not hOMrtly 

earned." , 

I repeat his language with unqtulifleil 
approval uud juin with him in the warn- 
ing, he added, namelv: 

Let themneware of surrendering a po- 
litical power which they alre.idy po.^hess 
Mid which power, if .■<urieniien(l, will 
aurely be used to close the doors of ad- 
vancement ajiainst such as they and to t\x. 
new disabilities and burdens upon tln iii 
till all of libertv shall be lost. 

Those who dailv follow the injunction 
"in the sweat of thy face shall thy eat 
bread," are uuw, as they ever have been, 
the bulwark of law and order— the series 
of our nation's ureatness in time of peace 
audita surest d fenders in time of war. 
But I have only n'ad a part of .Jackson's 
Utterance— let me tflve you his eonelu- 
sion: "Hut when the laws uiidiTtake u> 
add to th isi' natural and just advantage.^ 
artillcal distinctiuns, to make the rich 
licher aud the potent more powerful— the 
humble members of society— the farmers, 
mechanics and the day laborers, who have 
neither tlie time nor the means of secur- 
ing like favors for themselves have a riglit 
to complain "f the injn**tl<-e of their n<>\-- 
eruimnt " 'I'hoM who support the < hi 
cnKo platform endorse all of the quota- 
tion from Jackson— the Utter part as well 
as the former part. 

We are not surprised to find arrayed 
against us those wno are the IxMioliciaries 
of government favoritlsm-they have read 
our platform. Nor are we surprised lu 
learn that we must in this eampulKn face 
thi' li..ntilitv of those who find a peeuniaiy 
advantage in advucating the ductrine oi 
uoninterfereDCo when great aggregation-, 
uf wetlth are trespassing upon the rights 
of individuals. We welcome such opposi- 
tion. It is the highest Indorsement wldch 
could be bestowe<l upon US. Wo are con- 
tent to have the co-operation of those who 
desire to have the government adminis- 
tered without fear or favor. It is not the 
wish of the general public that trusts 
should spring into existence aud override 
the weaker memljers uf society; It Is nut 
the fault of the general public that those 
trusta should destroy competition and then 
ooUeet such tax as they will frum those 
who are at their mercy; n'»r Is it the wish 
of the general public that the Insirunieii- 
talifl •< of government hare been suott' ii 
nrontifuted to purposes v.t private gain, 
Thcise who stand upon thc( liicago plat 
furui lielieve that the Koverment should 
aol only avoid wrongdoing but that it 
■boold also pervent wrongdoing; and they 
believe that the law should be enforced 
alike agalnrt all enemies at the public 

weal. 

They do not excuse petit larceny, Imt 
they ilecl.ire that grand larceny is eiiwally 
a ( rime; th>'y do not dt'fend the oeeui>.i 
tion of the highwayman whu rubs the uu- 
Buspi'ctlug traveler, but they inoludu 
amung the transgr e ss o rs those who, 
through the more polite and less hosard- 
ous means of legislation, appropriate tu 
their own use the preceei'.i uf the toil of 
others. The comiiiandment, ' 'I'leiu slialt 
not steal" thundered from Sinai, and leit- 
erat^'d in the legislation of all nations. i> 
no respi'cter of persuus. It must be ap- 
plied to the great OS Well as the small; to 
the strung OS well as the weak; tu the cor- 
parate person crei^ed bj law as well as 
to the person of flesh and blood created by 
the Almighty. No government is worthy 
of the name which Is nut able tu prutect 
from every arm uplifted for his Injury the 
humblest sitiaen who lives Uaeatb ibe 



flag, ti rollows as a necessary conclusion 
that vicious legislation must be remedied 
by the people who suffer from the elfeots 
of such h-gislation, and not by those who 

enioy its l)eneflts. 

The Chlotigo platform has iK-en con- 
demned by some because if dissents from 
an opinion reiiilend by ttn' supreme court 
declaring the income tax unuonstitution- 
al. t )ur critics even go so far as to apply 
the term anarchist to those who stand 
upon that plank^>f the platform. It must 
be rememl)ered that we expressly recog- 
nize the binding force of that decision su 
long ns It stands us the law of the land. 
There is in the platform no suggestion of 
an attempt to dispute tin? authority of the 
supieme e()urt. The party Is simply 
pledged to use "All the oMistitutloual 
puwer which remains after that decision, 
ur will h maj cone tnvm Ita reven»l h; 
the court as It mayht.'eafMr beeonsu- 
tuted." 

Is there any disloyalty in that plwlgoV 
For a hundred years tl)i> supreme court, of 
the I'nlted Stfttes has sustaini'd the prin- 
ciple which underlies tlu? iucome tax. 
Some ao years ogo this same court sus- 
tained without a dissenting voice an In- 
oome tax law almoet identical with the 
one recently overthrown; haa not a future 
court a.5 much right to rettirn to the ju- 
dicial precedents of a ci'ntury as the pres- 
ent court has to depart from them'i' When 
courts allow reliearings they admit that 
error is possible; the late (iecislun against 
till' income tax was rende ei b/ABM^Orl' 
ty of one after a rehearing. 

While the money question ovenhado-vs 
all other questions in importance I desire 
It distinctly understood that I shall offer 
no apology for the Income tax plank of 
the t'hicago platform. The last Income 
tax law sought to app')rtioii the burdi'M- 
of government more eiitiitably anion;.' 
those who enjoy the protection of the g,iv 
eriiiuent. At pre.^eut the ex)jenscs uf the 
federal government, collected through 
internal revenue taxes and Import duties, 
are especially burdensome upon the |KH>rt!r 
classes of society. A law wldch collects 
from KOmo citizens more than their share 
of the taxes uikI coll. ets from other cltl 
zens less thiin their share is simply an in- 
direct meansof thi' t ransferring one man s 
proiH-Tty to another man's pocket, aud. 
while the procttss may be quite satisfactorv 
to the men who escipe just taxation, it 
can never be satisfactory to those who ore 
overburdened. The last income tax law. 
with its exemption provisions, when con- 
sidered in connection wi'h other methods 
of taxation in force, was not unjust to the 
pcis^i siors of large incomi s. because they 

were not oomp<-lled to pay a total federal 
tax greater than their share. The income 
tax IS not new, nor is It baaed upon hostil- 
ity to the rich. The system is employml 
In several of the most Important nations 
of Europe, and every income tax law now 
upon the statute books in any land, so far 
as I have been able to ascert.iin. contains 
an exemption clause. While the eoUeo- 
tioii of an income tax in other couu tries 
do<"- not make it neee .sary for this natlou 
to adopt the system, vet It ought to mod- 
erate tne lanftiage of those who denounce 
the Income tax aa mi assault npon the 
well-to-do. 

Not only shall I refuse to apologize for 
the mlvoOiM'v of an income tax law by the 
national couveiiiion, Imt I sh.ill also re- 
fuse to apologize for tlie exercise by It of 
the right to disseut frum a decision uf the 
suyn^mo court. In a government like 
ours every public official is a public ser- 
vant whether he holds office by election 
or by appointment, whether he serves for 
a term of years or during good behavior 
and the people have a right to criticize his 
ollicial acts. "Conlldeiiee is everywhere 
the parent of despotism; free government 
exists in jealousy and not in coiiliileiiee" - - 
these are the words uf Thomas JelTcrson, 
and I submit that they present u truer 
conception of popular government than 
entertained by those who would prohibit 
an unfavorable comment upon a court de- 
cision. Truth will vindicate itself; only 
error fi'ars fiee speech No public ulllclal 
who coiihcienttously diseliarges his tluty 
as In- .see.> it will ile.,lre to deny to tho.se 
whom he serves the right lu discu.sS his 
official conduct. 

Now let mo ask you to consider the par- 
amuunt question of this campaign— thu 
money (luestlun It Is scarcely necessai'y 
to defi'iiil the principle of bimetalism. Nu 
national party during the cniiie liistory 
tif the rnitevl ■•States has ever deel.ired 
ag.iiii-t it, and no jiarty in this eami)ai>-M. 
ha- had the temerity to oupose it. Thn i' 
parties, the Democratic, Pupullst and sil- 
ver parties, have not only declared for bi- 
metalism, but have outlined the speelllc 
legislation necessary to restore silver tu 
Its ancient pusitiun by the side of gold. 
The Kepublican platform expressly de- 
cl:kres that bimetalism is desirable when 
it jiledges the Ki puliliean party t ) aid in 
securing it as soon iis the ussisiauce of 
certain foreign nations cau bo obtained. 
Those who reprcKented the minority sen- 
timent In the Chicago convention op- 
posed the free coinage of sliver by the 
United States by independent aotlon on 
the ground that iu their judgment it 
would retard or entirely prevent the es- 
tablishment of international Ijimetalism. 
to which the etluris of the guvornmem 
should b(> steadily directed. 

When they asserted that the effurts of 
the fovarnment should be ateadily direct- 
ed toward the establishment of intern. i- 
tlonal bimetallism, they condemned 
mononetallism. The gold standard has 
been weigl el in the b.ilaiice and fouml 
wanting. '1 ake from it the powerful ^nl)■ 
port of the money owning and the money 
changing classi's and it can not Stand for 
one day iu any nation iu the world. It 
waa fastened upon the United titates with- 
out discussion befon the pwple and Its 
f rlanda have aev*.' jrel baan wUung to risk 
a verdiet before the voters upon that 

Issue. 

'i'lirre can he nO Sympathy or co-oper.i- 
tioii lietwei'ii the advocates of a universal 
gold standard and the advcuate* of bi- 
metallism, lletweeu bimetalli.->m— wheth- 
er Independent or internatiuual— and the 
guld standard there Is an impassable gulf 
Is this (luadreuuial agitation in favor of 
luternaiional bimetallism conducted iu 
good faith, or do our opnononts really de- 
sire tu maintain the gold standard perma- 
nently. Are ih 'y w-illlng to confess tlie 
bUi)enority of a double standard when 
joined in by the leading nations uf the 
world, or do they still insist that gold Is 
the only metal suitable for standard 
money among ^vllliied natlonsf If they 
were In fact that desirotu of securing bi- 
metallism, we may expect them to point 
out the evils of a gold standard and de- 
feud tiinietailism as a system. If, un thi) 
uther liaiid, tiiev i rj bending their ener- 
gies toward the p.-ruiauent establishment 
of a gold standard under cover of a dec- 
laration In favor of international bimetal- 
lism, I am justified \n suggesting that 
honest money cannot be expected at the 
bands of tbuse who deal dishonestly with 
the Amerlcau peuple. 

What lath* test of honesty in money!' 
IIVBit «MUUxJw. fboBA in Ik* .wt- 
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ebaslng power or the doiinr. An aTjco- 
Ititely Lone-,t liollar would iiut vary in i,- 
general purchasing puwer; it wuuld be 
absulutely stable wlieu measured by aver- 
age prices. A didl.ir which increases iu 
purchasing power is Just as dlshoneet a<< 
a dollar which decreases in pturehasing 
I power. Professor Laughlln. nuw of the 
University of Chkagu and one of the 
highest gold standanl authorities, iu iil- 
work uu blnietalli>iii not only admits thai 
gold does nut remain absolutely stable lu 
value, but expressly adds: '"jTbat there- 
Is no such thing us u standard of value 
for futiuw payments, either iu gold or sil- 
ver, whiou romains absolutely invari- 
able." He even suggests that a multiple 
standard, wherein the use "based upon 
the selling price of a number of articles 
of general eonsiiniption" wuuld l)c a more 
iust standard than eltlu'r gold or silver ur 
both, because "a lung time contr;-.et would 
thereby be paid at Its maturity by thu 
same purchasing power as was given lu 
the beginning." 

It cau not oesuooessfully claimed that 
nionometalllsm or bimetallism or any 
other .system gives au absolute just stand- 
aid of valiU' I'nder both monometallism 
and bimeiallism the government, fixes tile 
weight and lineiie-s of the dollar, invests 
it with legal tender qualities aud thou 
opens the miuts tu Its unrestriotd coinagw, 
leaving thu purchasing power of the dol- 
lar tu be dci<!rmlued by the number of 
(Icdiars. HImetalllsuils better than mo- 

uometallism, not lieeatise it gives us a per- 
fict dollar — that is a doll.ir al)soliitely un- 
varying in its geiii rul purchasing i)ower- 
b;it be<tause it makes a nearer approacli 
to stubiliiv, tu honesty, to justice, than a 
gold sianuard possibly can. Prior to 1073 
when there were enough open mints to 
permit all the gold and silver available 
lor coinage tu llud entrance into the 
world's Volume of standaid money, the 
I iiiied ,-tates might have maintained u 
gold standard with ie^s Injury to thi» 
pjoplt! oi this iiiiiiitry, but now, when 
each .step toward a universal gold stand- 
ard enhancss tin; purchasing power ot 
gjl I, dejiro-ses prices and transfers to the 
pockets of the en d tor class an unearned 
Increment, the Intluence of this groat na- 
tion must 1)0 thrown upon thu side of 
gold unless we are prepared to accept the 
natural and legltlmat<« couso<iuenco of 
such an act Any leLrislation which les- 
sens the world's stoci; of standard money 
Increase's the exchangeable value uf t'l" 
dollar; then>fon>, the crusade against sil- 
ver must Inevitably ndao the purchasing 
I>ower of money and lower tne money 
value uf all other forms of property. 

Our opponents seeiii to me to admit that 
it was a mistake to demonetize silver, but 
liisist that wo should submit to present 
•onditions r.ither than return to th,' bi- 
iiietallii- >yst,-ni. They ,mt in -iippo-ing 
that we have reached the end. The injury 
IS a contluulug one, and no one can say 
how lung the world is to suffer from the 
attempt to make gold the only standard 
money. The 8»me tnfluunces which are 
now o[)eratlng to destroy silver lu the 
United States win. If successful here, b. 
turned against other silver-using coun- 
trii's. ;i!nl , icli new convert to the g ild 
stand. ird will add to the genrral distivss. 
So long as the scramble for gold continues 
prices must full, and a general fall in 
prices Is but another definition of hard 
times. 

i)uT opponents, while claiming etitire 
dlsiuteri!stedni'ss for themselves, h.'kve ap- 
poaled to the sellishness of nearly ove'iy 
class of pi'ople. Kecognizing llie right of 
til).' Individ lal votiT to consider the etTect 
uf any proposed legislation upon himself, 
we present to the American peoiile the 
financial policy outlined in the Chicago 
platform, oelievlng that It will result in 
the greatest good to the greatest number. 

The farmers are opposed to the uold 
standa;(i because they have felt Its elTeets 
Since they sell at wlmlesale and bu.v at 
retail, they have lost mori- than they liavu 
gained by*falllng prices; and, besides this, 
they have found that certain fixed charges 
havu not fallen at all. Taxei have not 
been perceptibly decrca.4od. although it re- 
quires more of farm products now than 
tormerly to secure the money with which 
to pay taxes. Debts liavi- not fallen. The 
farmer who owed f 1,000 is still compelled 
to iiay tl.UOO, alihoiigli it may be twice as 
difficult as furuturly to o.itain the dollar 
with which to pay the debt. Kailroad 
rates have not beon reduced to keep uai;e 
with falling prioos, and, besides tae.<e 
items, there are imuur mora The farmer 
has thus found complaint against the gohl 

atandurd. 

The wage e.irtiers have been Injuie 1 Iiy 
a gold staudurd and havo cxurussed them- 
selves upon the subieol with grea t em- 

phasis. 

lu Februrary, 1895, a petition asking for 
the immediate restoration of th* frv* and 

unllmitiHl coinage of g>dd aud silver at 14 
to 1 was signed iiy the representatives of 

all or nearly all the leading latMir or- 
gani/atious and presented to congress. 
Wage earners kimw that while a gold 
standard raises the purchasing power ol 
the dollar, it also makes it mure dillicult 
to obtain possession of the dollar; they 
know that employment is less pormaiienr, 
loss of work iiiuro proliable and ru-em- 
ployment less certain. .\ iroid standard 
encourages tin- lio.inliug ol numey b.'- 
caiise money is rising; it also di.scoiirages 
unterprise and paralyzes industry. <.)n th.- 
other hand the restoration of bimeta.lisiii 
will discourage huurdiug, bcH^uuse when 
prices are stewiy or rising, money can uot 
atTurd ta Ho Idle in the bank vaults. The 
farmers aud wage earners together con- 
stitute a itoiinUierabie majority of the peo- 
ple of the eiu.iitry. Why should their in- 
teicsts lie ignored in considering finaneial 
legislation;' A monetary system wliieli is 
pecuniariy advautaj^eous to a few syinii 
cates has far less to eomnieiid it than a 
system which would give hope and eu- 
cuuragenient to those who create the ua- 
tluu's wealth. 

Our opponents have made a special ajv 
peal tu those who hold lln^ uud life insiir- 
anc." policies, but these policy lioUlers 
kriiiw thai since the total premiums re- 
ceived e.\re, (l the total losses, paid a rising 
standard must bo uf mure beuutlt to the 
companies than to the potisy holders. 

Much solloitudo has neen expressed l-y 
our opponents for the depositors lu saving 
banks. They constantly parade before 
these depositors the advantages of a gol 1 
standard, but those appeals will be in vain 
because savings baniv depositors know 
that uuiler u gold standard there is in 
creasiug danger that they will lose then 
deposits because of the inability of the 
banks to collect their assets; aud they stil> 
further know that if the gold standard is 
to continue indefinitely they may be com- 
pelled to withdraw their <lepuslts In order 
lu pay living expenses. 

It is only necessary to note the Increas- 
ing uuiiiber of failures in order to know 
that a gold standard is ruinous to mer- 
chant, aud inauufiicturers. These business 
men do nut make their profits frum thu 
people from whom they borrow money, 
but from the people to whom they sell 
Owlf aoote. 11 tte peoDli oaasot buy, 



I retaileTs cannot sell, And^if retailers can- 
not sell, wholesale merchauts aud muuu- 
: facturors must go lutu bankruptcy. 

Thusewbo hold, as a periiianent Invest- 
ment, the stock uf rallruiuls and of other 
enterprises — I do not includ" those who 
speculate In stocks, or use sto<'k holdings 
Us a moans of (jlitaiuing an inside advan- 
tage in construction eoiit rac t s -are iiijun u 
by a guld standard.

but, ill addition thereunto, has enough lo 
cover its capital and surplus. When tli.' 
dollar Is rising in value slowly, a bjiiik 
may. by making short time loans anil 
taking gooil security, avoid loss; but, 
wIk ii prices are falling rapidly, the bauk 
is apt to lose more because of bad debts 
than it cau gain by the Increase In the 
purchasing power of its cipital and siii- 
plus. 

It must \y admitted, however, th.it some 
li.iiiki rs eoiiiliine Die busiiii'ss (it a bon l 
broker with the ordinary bankiiiif liii-i- 
noss. and these may make eiiuiigh in toe 
negotiation of loans tu utTset tho ius.sus 
arising in legitimate banking business. 
As long OS human nature remains as It Is, 
there will always be danger that, unless 
restrained by the public opinion, or legal 
etiaotment. those who see a pecuniary

Mr. Hherman was at that time speaking 
of tho coutriiotion of the volume of paper 
currency, but tho principle which he set 
forth applies.

Iltor has the 
right t ) cho isc the m '.;il in which pay- 
ment shall be made, it is reasonable to 
suppose tli.it he will reijuire the d,'Li!or t" 
pjiy in the dearer niet.il if then' is any 
perceptilile dilTereiice between the Imlliou 
values of the nu'tals.

In the first place, the change of the weight of 
the allver dollar (r>>m 416 gralna to 412)^ gralua 
waa not In l.S3«. a» the Ledger atatea, but in 193T. 
For proof on this point I refw you to drenlar 
No. 123, r. 8. Tftasary DspartaMSt, levtMd 
Edition, p. 83. 

In the second place this change did not SMke 
the change in the ratio as the Ledfsr says. The 
change in the ratio waa made by the act of 1SS4. 
by rtdneing the amount of gold in the gold dol- 
lar from 949j giains to 33 3M00 grains. I give as 
proof of this p. 13 and p. 88 of the same circular, 
mentioned above. The amount of silver in the 
standard allver dollar has lu-ver been chanxed ; 
it waa the amount of cop|>er alloy that was 
changed, less being put in. That did not change 
Ita value. It waa the same "daddie" dollar with 
a little leas copper. It still liad :;:P, '.grains of 
line silver, the amount It always had. and still 
has, and never had any other amount. It was 
t!ie unit of value, the sold didlar Ueinij chanifed 
to correspond to ll. 

In paragraph No 1 the l-editer .says. ".Silver 
then be(Hi:u more profitable to export than to 
coin." and in jiaragraph it says, " Tlius we went 
to the single >;ol(l standard on which we have 
been to the present liint-." Yet on pmjes 15 and 
IT of referred eircular you w ill tiiid an average 
of over two million iJJ,i)O0.0(X)j dollars of silver a 
year coined for the next twenty years, or over 
*14,000,(KW worth from ISU to l.s54, and Its coinage 
continued at about this rate up to 1.S73. This is 
a very singular " alugle gold " standard, Isn't it ? 

In paragraph 6 the Ledger aa}-a that "the 
whole amount of silver coined from the founda- 
tion of the Government to 187S was about t9,000.- 
iKX). The Ledger means, I suppose, the whole 
number of affier doUari eodMt was 8,000M0, not 
the whole amount of (ilrer, for the whole 
amount of silver wm over |14S,O0OA)O worth. 

Under "fourth" in paragraph l, the Ledger says 
the cauae of diminution In the value of allver is 
increased production owing chiefly to the im- 
proved methods of mining and better facilities of 
transportation. The Monetary Commiaslon of 
the f. s. says In Its report lo Congress that the 
then recent fall in tlic price of silver was not 
caused by any large prodin tioii. bet niaiiily by 
I lie fiiir'iiri III 'I' iii'iii' 'i:"t'": i d silver in ( icrinaiiy , 
the I'liited .spates and the Scandinavian states, 
and the closure of ttie niiiit> of liiiropc to its 
coinage, and the teiuporary diminutiou uf the 
Asiath demand. The same causes are still in 

operation. 

I'ndcr "fourth ' in paragriiidi 'J. the Ldlger 
-ays only : icjo of sliver was ottered for coinage 
In IsT;. li this Is true. I want to a.sk the Ledger 
how the f. f>. managed to coin according to re- 
port (p.4:i over JJ.OOO.OOO worth of silver, not In- 
cluding $l,£25,0UU of trade dollars In 1K7:1. 

In paragraphs 8, 4, S, 6 aud 7 the Ledger tries to 
show that the commercial ratio and the quanti- 
tative or real ratio of gold and aitver baa been 
getting farther and farther from the coinage 
ratio, and that the real ratio and the commercial 
ratio about correspond. It is not correct to sin- 
gle ont a few years and compare their produc- 
tions of gold and silver to prove the true ratio. 
You must consider the whole mau of bullion 
and ooin available for money, and If you wlU 
examine the total stock of gold money and total 
stock of silver money p. 26 and 27 of Treasury Re- 
port and make the calculation you will And that 
the true ratio is about li"> to 1, and If you will ex- 
amine the per cent, of the world's produc!i(>u of 
gold aii'l silver by weight since ll'.'.'ip. aiaiid 
you will see llie iiuautltative or real ratio for the 
World to be I'.i to 1 and not "I .'ii'.-loo to 1 as the 
I.. (lj'i r would have us, believe.

In paragraphs I . :;, l and .'i i:i dcr "liith. thr 
Ledger tells us w liat tlic eltc( is of coinage of 
ilver would t>e, but as we liavc >i en llial tlic 
facts" previously referred lo were otl, yon may 
rest assured that tbeconclusIouH aud predictions 
resting on tnoae "facts" will lie farther off. 

In paragraph 1 under "fourtli," the Uulger 
says the reason a new demand for the free coin- 
age of siver by the 1'. .S. hasarlseu is ow iny to Its 
diminished value in relation to gold.

If I were to say that I know a fine 
cycle path made entirely of sand, many 
of my friendi would say "KOt thee hence," 
or words of atrontor import; yet, it is 
true. 

Oceana is the banner fmit country of 

Michigan and is also noted f()rits health- 
ful climate and the excellence of ita 
public acbools. For more than thirty 
miles it pre.sents a prarefnlly curving 
shore of sand to be lightly kissed or tre- 
mendously beaten by the wavea of Lake 
Miclii>;an. Cycliats have discovered that 
tliitj sand, smoothed, packed solidly and 
continually moistened as tliis sand is, 
next to the water's ed^'e, is a cycle path 
hardly excelled by the finest asphalt 
pavement. The best time is altera storm 
or while the sea is subsiding. With a 
1 ising sea one is apt to get into the water, 
wliere a fombiiiation of w ater with loose 
sand is hard on the tires. During a 
storm the wares drivo tho driftwood, of 
which tliere is considerable, inland and 
pounding the sand with tons of water a 
|)ath varying from four to forty foot in 
width is left to delight the soul of the 
cycler whose previous acquaintance with 
sand has not been the most favorable.

My favorite trip is to take the beach 
south as far as Little Point Au .Sable, a 
distance of eleven miles. It is a great 
pleasure in the morning to ride along 
with the wide expanse of cloud-bordered 
water on one side and the sun-kissed, 
pine-covered hills or green-clad banks 
on tbe other. At times the scene is so 
entrancing and path so emooth that one 
hardly feels tlie slight exertion necessarv 
to keep in motion. At Little Point An 
f^ahle, after crossing the outlet of the 
pretty Silver Lake, one comes upon the 
I'nited States lighthonse, a commanding 
brick edifice, with a tower one hundred 
and eight feet liigh. The point is a deso- 
late waste of sand, and gives the light- 
house a picturesque setting, especially in 
stormy weather. The keepers, old ac- 
quaintances of mine, have !r«-vi ral times 
given me a royal welcome ami added to 
my pleasures hy explanations of the 
flash-light api)aiatus. The view inlaml 
and seaward from the tower in superb 
and worth a painter's brush. The whole 
structure with its uroumls, oil house, etc., 
IS in keeping with the utmost exactions 
of the servil e. On evening trips mv 
journey lias been brightened by tlashes 
from that t()Wt>r. It symbolizes faith- 
fulness, >:ui(lance and permanence and 
always recallsa favorite ijuotation, "How 
far that candle throws its beam, shines a 
good deed in a naughty world." 

Taken altogether beach riding is an 
agreeable atlair and well worth the trial 
of any cyclist who happens to go there.

titatet. 

It may be further answered that our o[)- 
ponents huvc su)fj;estc<l no feasible plan 
for avoldiii;: the dangers which they fear. 
Tl.e retii-i'iiejnt of the grceuliaclis and 
the treasury iiote^i would not protect lli 
trea.sury, bce;ui.-e the same policy whic.i 
now leads the bccretary of the ireiisuiy to 
redeem all government paper in gold w'ik a 
gold U demanded will requin; the redemp 
tlon of all iilvcr dollars and silver uortiil- 
cates In gold if the greenbacks and tn^a:^ 
urv notes are withdrawn from circulation. 

More than this, if the Ko^eriiiiKiit 
lihould retire its paper and throw upon the 
banks the necessity of furuishln)jr coin ro 
demptlon, the banks would exercise the 
right to furnish either gold or silver. In 
other words, they would cxcrcUe the op- 
tion, just as the government ought to ex- 
ercise It now. The goTemmont must 
either exercise the right to redeem its ob- 
ligations iu silver when silver is more con- 
venient, or it must retire all the silver 
and silver ccrtillcates from elreulutlon. 
uud leave nothing but gold as Is^al tender 
money. Are our opponi-nts willing to 
outline a liuaucial system which will 
oarry out their policy to Ite legltimnie 
conclusion, or will they continue to clouk 
tbiir designs In ambiguous phrascsf 

There is an actual necessity for binieir 
allism as well as a tlieoretical defense of 
it. Uuring the la.-.t U'.i yeajs le{;i>l,ii ion 
lias been crcaiiiiK an luldilioiial d 'liiaiid 
for ^.'old, and tin- law i ie.itcil demand 
rubUlled iu iucieasliig the purchasiUK 
power of each of gold. Tho retto/ation 
of bimetallism iu the United Htatesi will 
take awuy from gold just so iniK'h of it.< 
imrclia.siiig power a» was added to It liy 
the demoiielization of >ilver by the I'luleu 
^ta es, Tlie silver dollar is now held up 
to thei,'uld d.illar by le(,Ml tender law;- 
and Uoi by redemption in ^'old because 
the standard silver dollars arc nut now 
redeciuable in gold eituer la law or au- 
miulstratlve p dley. 

We contend tli.it free and unlimited 
'coinage by the 1' lined ."^taie.'t alone wiil 
raise the bullion valueof silver to Its coin- 
age value, aii l thus make silver bullion 
worth tl.-^M p.-r ounce in nxhl iliiouj.'lioui 
the w lid. I'iiis pi opu.-luon i-. in k.-. ping 
with n.iiural l.iws, nut in deii.inc to 
them. Till- l'l^^t-known law of iiinimeie. 
U the ia.v (jf supijjy aiivi demand. \v i 
recoguizo this la^v, and build our ar^".: 
mont upon Ic We apply this aigiime 
to money when wc >ay (nat a reduction i!i 
(hevoiUineol m>ei. y will ral.-e tlie pin- 
Chaslnpf power nf tho dollar; we .•ilsoapjily 
the law of supply anil dem mil to silver 
when We say tliat ii new demand for silver 
erected by law will raise the price of silver 
bullion. Gold and silver are dilTt>rent 
from other comm odltlM la that they arc 
limited In quantity. 

Corn, whi-at, nianufartured products, 
etc., can be produced almost without 
Umlt, provided they can be sold at a price 
■uffloient to stliiuilate proilueiiou, hut 

fjold and silver are calltHl precious metals 
K'cau»e they are fuuiid, not preduced. 
These metals have Ijcen the objects of 
anxious search as far bat* as. history 
runs, yet, acco.ding to Harvey's calculiv- 
tlon, all tbe gold coin of the world can 
be molted Into a iii-foot cube, and all the 
silver coin In tho world into a 6'! foot 
cube, llecause gold and silver are liiiilted 
both in thi' iiuatitify now In hand and in 
the annual production, it follows that 
legislation can llx the ratio lietween 
them. Any purchacer who stands ready 
to take the entire supply of any given ar- 
tlcU at a certain price can prevent that 
article from falling below that price. So 
the government oaa fl> a price for gold 
and silver by oreatlag a demand greater 
than tbe supply. 

By International bimetallism, I Ixdleve 
that several nations, by entering into an- 
agri eliieiit to coin at a tlxed ratio all the 
gold and silver presented, can maintain 
tbe bullion value of tho metals at the 
mint ratio. When a mint pricu la thus 
eatabllshud it rogoUtea the bullion price, 
because any pcreon desiring coin may 
bavs the bullion converted Into coin at 
that prioe, and any person desiring bul- 
lion can secure It by melting the coin 
The only (juestion ui>oii which internii- 
tion.il bimetalllstsand indepemient blmet- 
alllsts dliTer is, can the United States, by 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at the legal ratio, create a demand for 
•liver w^hicb, taken In connection with the 
demand already In ezlstenoa, will b* suffl- 
ctoot to utilize all the sllvar that will be 
mapsnted at tbe mints? 
Tbn agree in their defense of the bl- 

pai^ prtacipi. gsi?;jah&iJS£S." 



internatiiTnai blmetallllsts can not com- 
plain that free coinage gives a beueflt lo 
the mine owner bi-cause Intamational bl- 
metalllsiu ttives to the awner of silver all 
the advantages ogered by Independent bi- 
metallism at the same ratio. Internation- 
al biinetalllsts flan not accuse the advo 
cates of free silver of btdng "bullion own- 
ers who desire to raise the value of their 
liullion, " or "debtors who desire t<i pay 
their debts in cheap dollars," or "dema- 
gogues who desire to curry favor the peo- 
ple." Thuy must cast their opposition 
upon one ground only, that the sopply of 
silver available for coinMe is too large to 
be utilized by the United States. 

In discussing this question we nostcon- 
sider the capacity of otir people t4) use sil- 
ver and the (|iiantUy of silver which can 
cotiii'toour iiiinis. It must bo reniem- 
ben d that we live in a country onlv put^ 
tially developed, and that our pwople far 
surpass any equal number of peupla ^ the 
world In their power to consume aud pnv 
duce. Our extensive railroad development 
and enormous internal commerce must 
also Ix' taken into consideration. Now. 
how much silver can c<>me here r 

Not the coined sliver of the world, be- 
caiisi- allllo^t all of it is more valuable at 
this time tu other lands than It will at 
our mints under free oolnase. If our mints 
are opened to free and unlimited coinage 
at the present ratio, mcrchandl-e silver 
can not come here because the labor ap- 
cause the labor applliHl lo it has made it 
worth mote in ttie form of iiierehaudisi: 
than it will be worth at our mints. 

We cannot even exiiect all of the annual 
product of silver, because India, China, 
Japan, Mexico and all the other sUvor 
using countries must satisfy their annual 
needs from the annual product. The arts 
will liHiulra a large amount, and the gold 
standard countries will need a considi'ra- 
ble (luanlity for subsidiary eoinaKc. We 
will be re<iulred to coin only thai wliieh l.s 
not needed elsewhere, but if we stand 
ready to take and utili/e ,ill of it, other 
nations will b« compelled to buy at the 
price which we fix. Manv fear that tiie 
opening of otir mints will be followed by 
an enorinons Increase In tbe annual pro- 
duction of silver. This is conjecture. 

Silver has been used as money for 
tlumsumlN of years, and during ail thu 
time the world luis never sullered from an 
over-production. If for any reason the 
supply of ({old or silver in the future 
ever exceeds thu re(|uiremcnis of the arts 
and the needs of commeroe^ wo confi- 
dently hope that the Intelligence of tbe 
people will be sufllcient to devise and en- 
act any legislation necessa r y for tbe pro- 
tection of the public. 

!-^omc of our opponents attribute the 
fall in the value ol silver when measured 
by gold to the fact that during the last 
quarter of a century, the worUl's supply 
of silver ha.-< iiicrea.scd more rapidly than 
the world s supply of gold, 'ihis argu- 
ment is entirely answerad by tbe fact that 
during tbe lant 60 years the annual pro 
duction of gold has luci-oased more raiiid- 
ly than the annual production of silver. 

Since the pold price of silver ha.s talleii 
more during the l.ist llvi' yeais than it 
ever fell in any pri \ ious live years In the 
hir.iory of tlic'wurld. ir is evident that the 
fall is not due to Increased production. 
I'l ices can be lowered as ctloclually by de- 
creasing tho demand for an article as by 
increiksing the stipply of It, and It seems 
certain tJiat the tall in the gold pricu of 
silver is due to hostile legislation, and not 
to natural laws. 

Our opponents can not l^^nore Jhe fact 
that gold i.-- now goiiif,' abroad m spite ol 
all legislation Intended to prc'vcnl it, aud 
no niuur is being coined to take its place. 
Not only is g(da going abroad now, but ii 
must ountinuo to go abroad at lung as the 
present linan'^ial policy is adhered to, un 
less we continue to borrow from across tbe 
ocean, and even then we simply postpone 
the evil, be(.:»iise the amount borrowed, 
4ogethi.'r with interest upon it, must be 
repaid in aiipreeial inj^ doil.irs. 

Perhaps the iiio>t jk r.^i-^teiit niisrepn.>- 
seiilatiou that we have to meet is the 
charge that we are advoeating the pay 
ments of debts In SO-cent dollars. At the 
present tim.- and under present laws a sil- 
ver dollar when melted loses nearly half 
its value, but that will not be true when 
we again esiaoilsh a mint prlci' for sliver 
and leav e no surplus silver upon I hi' mar- 
ket to diMh' down the price of buUloa. 
Under bimetallism silver bullion will be 
worth as mucn us silver coin, just us gold 
bullion is now worth as utuuh as gold coin 
and we believe that a silver dollar will be 
worth as much as a gold dollar. 

The charge of n-pudiatiou comes with 
poor grace fioin those who are seeking to 
add to the weij^'lit of exist iiig debts by leg- 
islation which makes money dearer, and 
will) eoneeal I lieir design?! against tlie ^ren- 
eral wellare under the preteiinu that they 
are upholding public creilit, and nation. ii 
honor. 

There l.s anotlier argumoat to whicli i 
ask your attention. Some of the more 
waloiis opponents of Iree silver euinagf 
point to tlie fai t that Ki iiioiitlis luus! 
eiajtse between the election and the hrst 
regular session uf congress uud assert 
that during that time, in ca.se people 
declare themselves in favor of free coin- 
age, all loans will be withdrawn and 
all inortKau'es tureclosed. If these are 
merely pluoi>heeies indulged in by thosfl 
■who have ior^'otteii the iirovisions of 
the lolistltutloii, it will be sutticiellt to 
remind them that the president is em- 
jioweieil to convene coiigreBS iu ex- 
traordiiKiry session whenever the {Nib* 
lie good requires such action. 

If, in November, the ]m ople by their 
ballots dt.'dare themselves in favor uf 
the iniineiliate restoration of Linii.'tall- 
ism, the system can be inaugurated 
witliiii a few months. If, however, the 
assertion that loans will be withdrawn 
and mortg!ige« foreclosed is made to 
Dreveut such i>jliticul actioD as the peo- 
ple may believe to be necessary for tbe 
preservation of their rights tbeu a new 
and vital issue la Aiaed. 

Whenever it ifl iMoeMary for thepeo- 

ge M a whole to obtain oonient from 
le ownan at money and the changers 
of money before they can legislate 
upon flnancial q a et t toM, wa ■hall have 
passed ttom a damoonwy to a plntoo- 
racy. But that time hai not yet ar- 
rived. Threats Mid IntimidationB will 
be of no arail. The people, who in 
IM76 rejected the doctrine that kings 
ruled by right dirine. wiU not, in this 
generation, inbeoribe to a doctrine that 
money is omnipotent. 

The gold standard hM oompeUed the 
American people to pay an erer inoreae* 
ing tribute to the credit of nations of 
tha worid— a tribnte which no one dares 
to defend. I anert that national honor 
requires the United States to seenre 
justice for all its citizens as well to do 
jnstioe to all its creditors. For a people 
like onrit blessed with natural resources 
of snrpasting richn«>ss to proclaim them- 
selves impotent to frame a financial 
systom siiited to their own needs, is 
humiliating beyond the power of lan- 
guage to describe. We can not enforce 
respect for our foreign polior so long as 
we confeB.s ourselves unma tO frune 
our own financial jxilicy. 

Honest differences of opinion have al- 
ways existed apd ever yrill e^t as to 



the legihlaticn best calcuiatea to pro- 
mote the public weal; bnt. when ft is 
seriously asserted tliat this nation must 
bow to the dictation of other nations 
and accept tho policies which they in- 
sist upon, tbe right of self government 
is assailed, and tmtil that question is 
settled all other questions ore insignifi- 
cant. 

Citizens of New York, I have traveled 
from the center of the coutineut to tXe 
seaboard that I mif^ht in the very begin- 
ning of the campaign bring you greet- 
ing from the people of the west and 
south and assure you that their aim iH 
not to destroy but to build up. They 
invite you to accept the principals of a 
living faith rather than listen to those 
who preach the gospel and despair and 
advise eudttrauce of the ills you have. 
The advocates of free coinage believe 
that in striving to seenre the £umediate 
restoration of bimetallism they are 
laboring In yoor behalf as well as in 
their own behall. A few of yonr peo- 
ple may prosper nnder present oondi- 
tiouB, bnt tbe permanent welfare of 
New York rests npon the prodnoars of 
wealth. This great city is bnilt npou 
the commerce of the nation and most 
solTer if that commerce is imi 
Ton can not sell nnlsss tha pecwMa have 
money with which to baf and tn«y can 
not obtain the money with which to buy 
unless they sell their products at re- 
nnmerative prices. Production of wealth 
goes before the exchange at wealth; 
those who create mtut seenre a profit 
before they hare anything to share with 
others. Yon can not afford to Join the 
money changers in snpporting a flnan- 
cial policy, which by destroying the 
porchiulng power of the prodnoti M toil, 
must in tha and disoooraga tha crcatiou 
of wealth. 

I ask, I expect yonr co-operation. It 
is true that a few of yonr financiers 
would fashion a new flg n re ' a figure 
representing Columbus, her hands 
bound fast with fetters of gold and her 
face turned toward the east appealing 
for atisistance to those who live oeyoud 
the sea — but this figure can never ex- 
press vour idea of this nation. You 
woula rather turn for iuspiratiou to tho 
heroic stutue which guards the cntranoo 
to your city, u statue as patriotic in 
conception as it is colossal in propor- 
tions; it was the gracious gift of a sister 
republic and stands npou a pedestal 
which was built by the American peo- 
ple.

Tha Color of Cora. 

At tho various (■xperiuiout Btations in 
the corn growing Btatcs there have been 
something liko 1,800 tests with nearly 
JjOO varieties in which tbe relation of 
color to yield luM been obserred. The 
ge neral average of all these tests shows 
that tho white varieties make larger 
yield by about 2*3 bushel.s tiiuii flu- yel- 
low varieties. At six out of seven sta- 
tions the highest yielder was tbe white 
variety, and of the 85 yarieties named 
as giving the best yields at the diifereut 
stations 24 were whito and only 7 were 
yellow, tho others being red. Aa tho 
Iowa HdUR'Stcad ixplains, this does not 
mean that every wliite variety is better 
than every yellow one, but it does af- 
ford ground for the belief that on tho 
average white oom is more proliflc. 
With respect to feeding value there is, 
from the standpoint of scieutiflc analy- 
sis, no difference between white luid yel- 
low corn, bnt on thiH point chemistry 
is at variance with the opiakM of a 
good muj pcaotioal feeden. 

Pottlns Soil. 
Here is some advice from American 
Agriculturist: If uot already done, no 
time should be lost in prejMtring suitable 
soil for potting plants in autumn. De* 
composed sods form tbe best possible 
basis for such a soil. Cut pieces of sod 
nut \i inches square and 2 iiichivs thick 
anil place them in a layer ; on those put 
a layer of cow droppings, then another 
l^yer of sod. and so on until the desired 
quantity has boon obtained. XiSaye tho 
top flat so that tho rain wiU soak 
through it. During the dry weather it 
is mlvisablc to tlirow water over it from 
time to time, or, still better, soapsuds 
from the washtubs. Before potting the 
plants the heap should be thoroughly 
worked over and sifted, adding about 
one- third of its quantity of fine sand. 
One reason for poor success with plants 
in winter is because theiiropcr prepara* 
liou of potting soil hua bccQ neglected.

THE CUFF RUINS OF COLORADO 

A B«(lonof KspMUkI Interact to Stadaoto 
ml the PrahUtorle. 

The cliff ruina of the San Juan and 
tho Mancos have been the center of at- 

tractiou, have boon viewed from all 
sides, and their wonders have been told 
and retold to tho world time mid timo 
agaiiL Scientific men have visited the 
region, have penetrated southwostpru 
Colorado and have considered that sec- 
tion a place of especial interest, becanae 
the cliff and cave dwellinga are probably 
the oldest iu this strange land, being 
the tir.st built in that my.Hterious journey 
southward of a );r. at ljut unknown peo- 
ple. For 20 ye.krs the prospector has 
followed the San Joan river aud gazed 
with careless onooncem on the rough 
and broken walla, BO full of intereat to 
the ardiu'ologist 

But the mind ( t the prrsj.ector has 
uo room for curie J, aud he has no tirae 
for archiDological investi>:atieii. 11; 
sees only the glitter of the gold iu the 
sand, and thinka only of the time when 
ho sliall have made his stake. In No- 
vombor of 1892 hundreds of gold hunt- 
ers rushi'd madly into tho canyon north 
of tlie Navajo mountain, traveled liOO 
miles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf- 
fering terribly from the cold, hunger 
and the long, wearisome Journey. In a 
few days they hod staked off all the 
available land for 50 miles up and down 
the river aud then retunn 1 lienio with- 
out liavinij: r btaiued so much :uj u color 
of gold, and today have nothing to ahow 
for it but ti)0 atakea. 

It ia one of the moat wildly pictur- 
esque and beautiful regions in the 
world. Tho bleak old Navajo moonttiin 
ri.s*s abruptly and towers like a grim 
sentinel iiver the surrounding mesas, 
while il' a cauyou gcrge more than a.ooo 
feet bt'low its base the Rio San Juan 
appears like a silver thread. The cauyou 
is several miloa wide, and a descent can 
bo made to the river only by a precipi- 
tous trail, but as the riv« r approaches 
the great Colorado tho (•aiiy< u becomes 
more narrow and tho wall more perpen- 
dicular, and when it merges into the 
Grand canyon it is scarcely more than a 
de-ep, dark channel. 

A few miles from the Colorado river, 
where the canyen is not more than 800 
or 1,000 f e( t from wall to wall, and 
whole tile walls are perpeudicular and 
smooth, on the ri'-ht wall are the pic- 
tures of seven warriors with bowa 
drawn to the last notch, while acrosa 
the river on the opposite aide are the 
l ictur .- ef .seven antelope, apparently 
in full run to e.scapo the liuntera. These 
pictures arc well e.xecnttd aud are in 
the most inai ( I s.-!ilile places. Evidently 
the artist had to bo lowered from a 
ledge htmdreds of feet above the picture 
and hold snspcudod while he performed 
his tt dioas task. There oro many plooea 
in the mystic southwest where Booh 
paintings are to be foond. — Denver

B( c;ius<' jx'ople are afraid of b iiig 
tliouf^ht superstitious with ref<ard to 
dreaniH then> has been an unscientific 
avoidance of the whole topic, which in 
DO leaa auperstitioua and puerile, the 
conaequence of which looliab revulsion 
baa been thai one of the moat ouriona 
fnuctionaof the brain is still in a peruxl 
of universal investigation — left nnex- 
amined and unexplained.

Lowmii, Aug. 15.— The queen's speech 
at the proroguing of parliment first 
menttona the advancea of DongoU and 
then saya: "The conditions in some por- 
tions of the Turkish empire continues to 
furnish cause for much anxiety. At 
present Crete is the principal ci-utor of 
the disturbances. I have observed strict 
neutrality, but in conjunction with the 
other powers of Borope, have endeav- 
ored to bring about reconciliation, by 
proposing the establishment of a system 

of ^'overiuiKMit which would be ecjuitable 
and acceptable to both Christians and 
Mussulmans. " 

The spet.'ch then refers to the rising of 
the Mashonas and Matabeles, pays a 
tribute to the courage oud self-reliance 
of the settlers and adds: "The efforts of 
my troops are telling on the resistance 
of tlie rebels, who, I trust, will shortly 
avail themselves to my offer of clem- 
encr." 

Tne speech concludes with a recital of 
the measures adopted by pariiamant 

during its session just ending.
